“Religious  education  must  be  un¬ 
derstood  as  a  product  of  people,”  said 
Phil  Briggs  to  participants  during  the 
annual  Mississippi  Baptist  Religious 
Education  Association. 

The  group  met  Feb.  19-21  at  Biloxi 
with  Briggs,  professor  of  youth  educa¬ 
tion  at  Southwestern  Seminary  as  a 
program  leader.  The  meeting  was  de¬ 
signed  for  inspiration  and  fellowship 
for  Mississippi's  religious  education 
personnel,  including  teachers,  and 
church  staffers  who  work  in  all  age 
ranges. 

One  specialty  session  for  ministers 
of  education  brought  upthe  subject  of 
the  sidelining  of  ministers  of  educa¬ 
tion.  Charles  Lowrey,  director  of 
church  programs  for  the  Louisiana 
Baptist  Convention,  reported  com¬ 
ments  from  Lyle  Schaller,  a  church 
growth  expert.

INDIANAPOLIS  (BP)  -  The  cen¬ 
sure  and  subsequent  resignation  of  In¬ 
diana  Baptist  editor  Gene  Medaris 
was  upheld  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
toe  State  Convention  in  Indiana  during 
a  three-hour  discussion  Feb.  23. 

'  Durtng  ths  session,  the  board  said 
toe  censure  applies  only  to  Medaris; 
does  not  prohibit  any  future  editor 
from  “freely  fulfilling”  his  job  de¬ 
scription,  and  also  does  not  give  “cen¬ 
sorship  powers”  to  Executive  Director 
R.  V.  Haygood. 

The  31-member  board — which  func¬ 
tions  as  the  convention  between  an¬ 
nual  sessions  —  accepted  a' report 
from  its  five-member  executive  com¬ 
mittee  on  Its  actions  in  the  Jan.  23  cen¬ 
sure  of  Medaris  for  “breach  of  loyalty 
to  the  executive  director  and  executive 
board,”  and  in  accepting  on  Feb.  2  his 
resignation  as  editor  of  the  9,500  -  cijv'' 
dilation  weekly  tabloid. 

Board  members  in  effect  ratified  the 
action  by  overwhelmingly  young  down 
a  resolution  presented  by  XR.  Jones  of 
Corners ville,  which  called  for  the 
executive  aboard  to  “override”  the 
censure  resolution,  publicly  apologize 
to  Medaris  and  to  establish  a  state 
convention'study  committee  to  assure 
“futurp-editors  of  the  state  paper  shall 
haveXeasonable  journalistic  freedom 
and  editorial  control." 

Medaris,  51,  was  censured  after  he 
published  a  letter  to  the  editor,  ques¬ 
tioning  the  use  of  money  from  Fund  58 
to  purchase  a  car  and  a  television  for 
E.  Harmon  Moore,  who  retired  as 
executive  director  Dec.  31.  Medaris 
withheld  the  name  of  the  letter’s  au¬ 
thor.  Moore  has  since  been  named  in- 
teripn  editor. 

The  resolution  of  censure  termed  the 
letters  “controversial”  and  said  they 


“created  disharmony.”  It  instructed 
Medaris  to  “share  controversial  let¬ 
ters  or  issues”  with  Haygood  “before 
printing.” 

According  to  David  Simpson,  pastor 
of  First  Southern  Baptist  Church  of 
New  White  land  and  chairman  of  the 
board,  the  censure  was  issued  because 
Medaris  did  not  answer  the  question, 
and  thus  faded  to  provide  a  “suppor¬ 
tive  service  of  information,  inspiration 
and  encouragement” 

Simpson  added;  “The primary  issue 
involved  was  a  repeated  poor  exercise 
of  judgment  oh  the  part  of  the  editor. 
This  problem  has  existed  for  a  far 
longer  periqd-'than  the  last  two 
months. 

Haygood  told  Baptist  Press;  “The 
censure  was  a  reprimand,  a  re¬ 
primand  of  only  one  editor  at  one  time 
and  was  not  intended  to  give  the  execu¬ 
tive  director  censorship  powers.  It  was 
an  effort  to  implore  the  editor  to  work 
with  his  executive  director.” 

Don  Lauer,  a  medical  doctor  who  is  a 
member  of  Speedway  Baptist  Church, - 
expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the 
procedure  of  airing  the  issue,  as  well 
as  the  outcome. 

“People  left  the  meeting  resolving  to 
work  together,  but  understanding 
there  is  still  some  disagreement  about 
the  matter,”  he  said. 

Lauer,  author  of  the  unsigned  letter 
which  initiated  the  controversy,  de¬ 
fended  Medaris:-  “None  of  us  has  any 
evidence  of  longtime  poor  judgment  on 
Gene’s  part  I  know  of  no  one  even 
mildly  displeased  with  the  paper. 
Gene  has  spoken  well  on  current 
events  and  attacked  issues  in  edito¬ 
rials.  He  is  widely  appreciated 
throughout  the  state.”

He  struck  himself  in  the  chest  with  his 
fist,  a  sign  of  humility  and  repentance. 
When  he  prayed  he  did  riot  brag.  He 
admitted  that  he  was  a  sinner  and 
asked  God  for  mercy. 

There  is  the  cry  that  saves :  “God  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner."  More  pre¬ 
cisely  translated,  his  declaration  was : 
“God  be  merciful  to  me  the  sinner.” 
The  Pharisee  told  £od  “I  am  the 
righteous.”  Since  the  publican  confes¬ 
sed  his  sin,  God  could  forgive  and  ac¬ 
cept  him.  Since  the  Pharisee  confessed 
the  sins  of  others  and  considered  that 
he  himself  had  no  sin,  God  could  not 
forgive  or  accept  him.  , 

Mercy  is  precisely  wha  t  God  extends 
to  the  person  who  rightly  asks  for  it. 
His  mercy  includes  forgiveness,  love, 
kindness,  concern,  patience  and  for¬ 
bearance.  God  loves  us  because  we  are 
his  creation. 

“I  tell  you,  said  Luke,  “this  man 
went  down  to  his  house  justified  rather 
than  the  other”  (v.  14).  There  Luke 
used  one  of  Paul ’s  words,  which  means 
“pardoned.”  The  Pharisee  was  right 
with  himself;  the  publican  was  right 
with  God.  Which  would  you  consider 
the  wiser? 

It  is  a  law  with  God  that  the  person 
who  exalts  himself  will  be  humbled, 
but  God  will  exalt  the  person  who 
humbles  himself  (v.  14).  That  truth 
completes  the  contrast.

A  few  years  ago  Vance  Packard 
wrote  a  popular  sociological  study  cal¬ 
led  The  Pyramid  Climbers.  In  ithe  de¬ 
picts  members  of  our  society  attempt¬ 
ing  to  scale  the  steep  side  of  a  huge 
pyramid,  hoping  to  reach  its  pinnacle. 

In  their  efforts,  some  slipped  and  fell 
backward.  Others  gave  up  the  effort 
and  stopped  at  the  level  they  had 
reached.  Still  others  continued  to 
struggle,  scrambling  and  pushing  previous 
others  aside  as  they  reached  the  peak. 

In  this  climb  a  person  advanced  by 
gaining  such  obvious  prizes  as  a  prom¬ 
otion,  a  pay  increase,  or  a  new  title. 

But  sometimes  these  methods  of  ad¬ 
vancement  were  not  always  available 
or  meaningful  A  pay  increase,  f 
example,  might  put  one  in  a  higher  in¬ 
come  tax  bracket  with  little  change  in
